. Generd Remarks on Vcrbs^ 

The uncertainty of grammar is more evident 
in Verbs than in any other part of fpeech. The 
drfinitions given, are far from being exaft : the 
rules laid down, are feldom fatisfaftory. Thefc 
have been fettled by the grammarians, long 
sffter the language "viras formed by cuftom. I have 
obferved, with others, that Regular Verbs retain 
their original vowels ; that they end with $c in 
tte Imperfeft, and ct in the Participle: yet 
Ihere are fome of tliefe which do n6t exactly 
anfwer to.the definition of either Regular o^ 
Irregular Verbs. Gottsched fays. Irregular 
Verbs admit no c in the Imperative ; but, not- 
witbftanding. tbis» I have affixed an e tomahy 
of them in my alphabetical Index, becaufe I am 
^varranted in this by fome of our beii writers, 
When I agree too withGoTTScnED, in laving,

cable. I am very doubtful about many of tb:? 
Neuter Verbs. I aj^ree with other gramTna- 
riahs , that Neuter Verbs admit of no pafli^fe 
conjiifjation ; but am notfatisfied with their ex- 
planation of tlie nature of thefe Verbs. There 
are fomc that are naturally mere palTives ; but 
ufe makes them appear in an a^ve form. ^4) 
Icibc, Ifuffer, though a Neuter Verb, has un- 
doubtedly a paffive.lignification. 3f& fictSC/ 
I die, is nothing elfe but fuflcring death, and 
therefore ufed in a paffive fenfe. In moft of 
thefe Neuter Verbs, the agent, and de objeft 
afted upon, coincide in tlie fame fubject; con- 
feque'ntly they ire, at the fame time, both Aftive 
and I^affive Verbs. The Paffive is expreflcd only 
in the Aftive voice, as, rd() Jtttete/ 1 tremble; in 
which inflance X am the perfon that trembles^ 
and that Cullers trembling. I have added this 
Ol>fi?rvation as a proof of the p;reat imcertainty 
of all grammar. Imaft, indeed, have made a great 
piany new cialTes of Verbf?, and numberlefs ex- 
ceptions, if I had not intermixed among the 
Regulars, Irregulars and Neuters , fome Verbs 
which, when fcrupuloufly examined, will not, 
•in all points , anfwer to the definitions of the 
'rtfpoftiv^ claffes under which they are ar*
